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Instructions to Authors 


To ensure the widest possible circulation, papers should be written in English. Authors should prepare 
manuscripts in accordance with the journal’s accepted practice. The following points should be noted: 


1. Manuscripts should be submitted in duplicate 
to any of the editors, typed double-spaced, with 
wide margins and on one side of the paper only. The 
text should be as concise as possible. Form and 
content should be carefully checked to exclude the 
need for corrections in proof. A charge will be 
made for changes introduced after the manuscript 
has been set in type. 

Please mark in the margin of the manuscript the 
desired position of figures and tables. 


2. The title page should comprise: title of paper, 
first name(s) and surname of author(s), institute 
(full address(es) of the author(s); if there are 
several institutes please make the affiliation clear), 
any footnotes referring to the title (indicated by 
asterisks), page heading (not more than 72 type- 
writer strokes, including spaces), address to which 
proofs should be sent. 


3. Summary. Each paper should be preceded 
by a summary stating its main points. 


4. Keywords. Immediately following the summary 
not more than 5 key words should be supplied 

for subject indexing. Key words should be taken 
from the Index Medicus (Medical Subject Head- 
ings) or, failing this, composed on the same prin- 
ciples. 


5. Small print. Historical reviews, material and 
methods, case notes and other secondary matter 
should be marked for small print. This is not done 
to save money-it costs more to set up—but to 
improve presentation. 


6. Special indications. Genus and species names 
should be underlined once for italics. Words the 
author wishes to emphasize in the body of text may 
also be set in italics. 


7. Footnotes, other than those referring to the 
title, should be numbered consecutively. 


8. The bibliography should include only works 
referred to in the text. References should be cited 
as follows: 


Journal papers: initials and names of all authors, 
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Medicus, volume number, first and last page 
numbers: Valverde F (1978) The organization of 
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The ovary. second ed, Vol 1 Academic Press 

New York—San Francisco—London 


References should be listed at the end of the 
paper in alphabetical order under the first author’s 
name, more than one reference to the same author 
or team of authors in chronological order; more 
than one in the same year should have a, b, c added, 
as necessary. References to the literature in the 
text should be by author and year. 

9. Figures. The number and size of the illustrations 
must be kept to the minimum required for 
clarification of the text. Previously published 
figures cannot be accepted. Explanations of figures 
furnished as legends should not be repeated in the 
text. Numerical data given in graphs or tables 
must not duplicate each other. As a rule, requests 
for colour reproductions cannot be approved 
unless the author(s) bear the costs. Since the 
journal is not subsidized in any way, authors or 
their institutions are asked to contribute to the cost 
of reproducing illustrations which exceed the 
ratio of one page of illustration to six pages of type- 
script, even when the editors agree that the 
additional illustrations are essential. Two sheets of 
DIN A4 typewriter paper at 33 lines to the page 
and 65 strokes to the line is one page of typescript. 
The acceptance of a paper is in no way connected 
with the payment of such additional costs. All 
correspondence on the subject of additional 
reproduction costs is to be addressed to the 
publisher. 

The figures should not extend beyond the print 
area 122195 mm (4°/, x 7'/, inches). Several 
figures should be grouped into a plate on one page. 
Line Drawings. Please submit good-quality glossy 
prints in the desired final size. The inscriptions 
should be clearly legible. Letters 2 mm high are 
recommended. 

Half-Tone Illustrations. Please submit well- 
contrasted photographic prints, trimmed at right 
angles and in the desired final size. Inscriptions 
should be about 3 mm high. All figures, whether 
photographs, graphs or diagrams, should be 
numbered consecutively throughout and submitted 
on separate sheets. 

10. Legends. Each figure should be briefly and 
clearly described. Remarks like: “For explanation, 
see text” should be avoided. Captions are a part 
of the text and should be appended to it. 

11. Dissertations should have a one-line footnote 
stating who initiated and directed the work. A note 
as to who supplied the funds may also be accepted. 
Commemorative addresses and monographs will 
not be accepted for publication. 

12. Offprints. 50 offprints of each paper will be 
supplied free of charge; additional copies may 
be ordered at cost. 
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
